G. A. R. Veterans.

ELKS TO OBSERVE THE DAY.

Naval Reserves Will Strew Flow-
ers on the Mississippi iu Mem-

ory of Sailors Who Died
for Their Country.

To-da- y Is Decoration Day. Rain or slilna
the resting places of nearly M.ouO Civil War
soldiers, buried In the various cemeteries
about St. Ixmis. wlU bo coveitd with flow-

ers, carried to the graves by relatives, com-
rades and friends of those who fought and
died for their country.

The Grand Army of the Republic, as us-
ual, will perform the mujor pnrt of the
work. The little remnant of that body of
"boy in blue," as enthusiastic as evei, will
patade the stieets according to their annual
custom.

Owing to the age of many of the velcrnns
who will participate In the exctelse tho
line of march mill not bo a long one. Tho
various posts of the city will gather at
Twelfth stnet and Washington avenue at
12:3). At 1 o'clock the parade will move east
on Washington avenue to Broadway, thence
to Olive street, where they will disperse,
taking cars for their various deitlnatlons.

General John W. Noblo will act r.s grand
marshal of the day ami will superintend
the decorating at the National Cemettry at
Jefferson Barracks. Tne G. A. R. veterans
will be conducted to the barrarks ovr the
Iron Mountain Railway from Fourth street
and Chouteau avenue, and also by the
steamer City of Providence, which will
leave tho foot of Olive street immediately
upon the arrival of tho veterans.

Accompanying the grand marshal to the
Barracks will be Blair, Lyon, Colonel Shaw.
Hassendeubel and Meumann posts and the
Philippine Island Veterans.

The combined posts of the city will havo
charge of the decorntlng of statues of mili-
tary heroes In the public parks and the vari-
ous cemeteries.

The different women's veteran societies
will be Intrusted with the decorating of
General Grant's statue at the Cltv Hall.

PROGRAMME AT BARRACKS.
At the Barracks an elaborate programme

has been prepared. Addresses will beiade
by n clergymen, President Lin-
coln's address at Gettjsburg will be read,
speeches will be made by prominent mem-
bers of the Grand Armv. liiilp ilU will h
sounded, volleys fired by detachments of"'
unueo aiaie.t cavairj in lact. it win De athoroughly military day, ending with taps
by nn Eighth Cavalry bugler.

Among the others who will assist are the
members of the Ladles of the Union Vet-
eran Legion and Ladles' Aid Society. No.
1. Women's Relief Corps, the Ladles of the
Grand Army of the Republic, Daughters of
Veterans of the United States Army, the
Naval Reserves of Missouri and St. Louis
Lodge No. 9, Benevolent Protective Order
of Elks.

The Elks will hold their servlres at Elks'
Rest. Bellefontalne Cemetery, this morning
at 11:30 o'clock. Seymour's Band will ac-
company the members of the order. Rit-
ualistic ceremonies will be held, after which
all present will sing the opening ode. Law-
rence Hanley will recite "TnanntopsK"
and the Reverend Crozier G. Adams will
deliver the benediction.

The Naval Reserves of Missouri will assist
at the services at the Barracks. They will
act as a bodyguard for the veterans, who
will launch two models of tho gunboats,
St. Louis and Lafaette, with appropriate
ceremonies. They will go to the Barracks
on the steamer Corwln H. Spencer, and dur-
ing the trip will strew flowers upon the
water In memory of those who lost their
lives on the seas.

Wholesale trade awaits crop, labor and price
developments. Too much rain Is reported for
Western crops, but particularly for corn, tho
planting of which Is still ddajed.

The Iron situation has been partially cleared
up this week by tho buying by the lending In-

terest of &5.UJ0 tons of pitf Iron at a price SOc to
7jc below nominal quotations of last week. The
sale has been on tho baIs of IIS CO, valley fur-
naces, or tlS.KJ nt Pittsburg. A sale of J0.0W
tens for June delivery has brought a higher
price. The tendency toward readjustment of
prices of iron la also shown ln the reduction of
25c to 60c per ton at seatonrd markets. Largo
buers at Chicago say they will take hold at
concessions. Some resales of Imported attel bil-
lets are noted at fractional concession,, but the
steel market Is atill strong as a whole. Struc-
tural material la In good demand, notwithstand-
ing labor troubles. Old iron and steel have been
reduced In price.

The outlook as to the country's export trade
Is by no means depressing. Kxports of manufac-
tured goods for the month of April were only
twice exceeded In the country's history.

Cotton good manufacturers have met the
advance ln raw material of nearly I54c per 1!).,

with advances ln bleAched cottons and gingham
Buyers, however, are slow to take hold at the.
higher prices. A rather better movement ln men's
wiar woolens Is noted at tho East, but worattds
are slow.

SUES HIS NEIGHBOR

FOR KILLING CHICKENS.

Court to Decide Between V. S. nolle,
n. Fancier of Fowls, nnd Edward

ntlmn, Who Prizes Ills Garden.

Whether n. person lias a right to kill the
chickens of another, which damage his
garden. Is to be tested in the courts in a
suit filed with Justice Culllnane yesterday
by Fred S. Bolte against Edward Nathan.
Bolto Jives at No. 4933 Terry street and
Nathan at No. 1529 Cora avenue.

For some time there has been ill feeling
between the Boltes and Nathans, because
of the encroachment of Bolt's chickens up-
on Nathan's garden. The former is achicken fancier and has some choice fowls
which he values highly. Nathan is fondof his flowers and garden.

Bolte was warned to keep his fowls en-
closed and prevent them from foraging inthe neighborhood, but the chickens con-
tinued to visit Nathan's garden and des-troy tho plants he had intended for histable. Becoming angered at the failure of
his neighbor to restrain his chickens.Iathan eot about to use force In tho pro-
tection of his garden and. It Is said, killedthe first one of the fowls he could catchand threw Its carcass over the fence. 4This act was followed by the slaughter of
another prized chicken which had feastedupon the Jealously guarded garden and yes-
terday there followed the damage suit.Bolte wants Nathan to pay him $1.50 for theactual value of tho chickens, and $200 puni-
tive damages.

Attorney Charles Frensky, who repre-
sents Bolte, says that the law docs not per-
mit of the destruction ot personal property
because of Its trespassing. Nathan might
have removed the chickens, he thinks, buthe was not warranted in killing the fowls.Nathan thinks that the law should protect
him In his right to destroy the chickens.

YEARS IN PENITENTIARY.

Light Sentence I Imposed Itrcnnae of
Information Furnlnhed by

the Prisoner.

John rtarhaglla. convicted In the t'nlted
States District Court on Tuesday of forgins
and having ln his possession forged natur-
alization papers was yesterday sentenced
to three years in the Missouri Penitentiary
by Judge Amnion.

In pronouncing the sentence Judge Aml-do- n

told Barbaglla that he had been guilty
of a grave offense against the Government,
and that hl3 sentence was unusually light
for the crime of which he h.td been found
guilty.

His confession and his action in telling
the names of those who were parties to the
crime, and who were behind him In the
naturalization frauds, the Judge said, had
earned for llarbaglla a light .sentence. On
this account the leniency of the court had
lieen extended.

In conclusion. Barbaglla was admonished
to shun evil Influences when his sntence
waa completed, and to live as a
citizen of his adopted country.

associates was held Thursday night. It
was decided to aid the Government tn con-

vict those who had Imposed upon their Ig-

norance and credulity.
